Y ork ’s three millions would go upon 
the w a te r to see a real nav al battle. 
Fifty six yea rs ago ov er 40,000 people 
witnessed the explosion of a s te a m e r in 
New York ha r b or by 
Colonel 
Colt. 
This was one of the gre a t ev ent« of 
sub -m arine history, and in these c o m ­ 
parativ ely quiet tim es caused the a d ­ 
journm e nt of Congress and the s us pe n­ 
sion from his duties of no less a per­ 
son a ge t ha n the S ecretary of W ar. 
Though R ob e rt F ulton was one of 
the first im prov ers of the torpedo, It Is 
not generally k nown t ha t Samuel Colt, 
of the Colt rev olv er fame, 
was 
th© 
father of the m odern s ub m a ri ne b a t ­ 
tery in the days of P r e s i d e nt T yle r. 
Indeed the use of torpedoes 
in 
war 
down to the days of T yle r was regarded 
■with the sam e nam eless feeling of ho r ­ 
ror as the Guy F a w k e s story produced 
for three hund re d years in E ngl a nd . 
In was considered an I nhum a n Inv en­ 
tion duo to "w a te r - w or m s , flre-dev lls, 
and 
s ub m a r i ne 
a s sass ins.” 
Fulton 
him self was described hy a squeam ish 
w riter In the Nav al Chronicle, 
as "a 
crafty, m urd e r ous ruffian ” 
But P r e s ­ 
ident T yle r took a different, v iew of the 
s ub m a ri ne battery. 
He had an a ppr o ­ 
priation of $17,t!00 m a d e to Colt for the 
perfection of his Inv ention und er the 
following clrcuinstances. 


The G ov e rnm e nt placed a schooner at 
C olt’s disposal In August, 1842, to e x­ 
periment. upon on the Potomac. 
T he 
President, General Winfield Scott and 
the heads of the v arious D epa rtm ent« 
in W a s hingt on took a day off to see 
Colt expe rim e nt on her. 
He destroyed 
the

from 
an 
observ ation 
tow er on the b a nk s o f 
the 
P otom ac 
while liv e miles d istant; a feat which 
was then considered a most unpa r a l ­ 
leled an e xt ra ord i nary tr ium ph of sci­ 
ence. 
He asserted tha t he could e x­ 
plode a shell und er w a te r at a distance 
of ten miles hy the sa m e m e thods, and 
it was in order to produce such a feat 
that Congress v oted the appropriation. 
Two m onths later, October 18, 1842, 
C olt’s battery produced a still m ore 
notable effect in New York H a r b o r in 
the presence of 40,000 
citizens, 
who 
went down the Bay to see It w ith as 
m uch inte re s t as they now would go 
to se« a yacht race. 


It Is worth re producing the report 
m ad e in the E v ening Post of October 
19 , 1842, of this ev ent, not only to show 
the entire success of tho 
e xpe rim ent 
and the m a nne r of reporting the ev ents 
of tha t period, but to 
c ont ra s t 
the 
space afforded and the ut t e r absence 
of tha t v iv id description w ith a sim ilar 
spectacular ev ent of the pre se nt day 
Journalism : 


“ A v ast m ultitud e assem bled ye s te r ­ 
day a fte rnoon to w itness tho explosion 
of Colt's S ub m a r ine battery placed un­ 
der a v essel of 260 tons.
